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Big Horn Camping Trip 



We are planning a trip into Cloud Peak Wilderness, for anyone over the 
age 18, in June this summer. Cloud Peak Wilderness area is in the Big 
Horn Mountains. It covers 189,000 acres of wilderness and contains 
the highest peak in the Big Horns, at 13,167 feet. The area is covered 
with hundreds of amazing lakes with majestic scenes everywhere. 
Cloud Peak Wilderness contains many sharp summits and towering 
sheer rock faces standing above glacier-carved valleys. 

This isn’t the first time I have tried to put into words my own 
experience of being in the Big Horn Mountains. I will start by saying 
that no matter how hard I try, or what I say, I can’t relay the 
experience. From the first time I backpacked through them I have been 
passionate about spreading the experience to others. It’s something 
like being in a massive storm showing God’s power, but instead in a 
much quieter serene way. I get caught just staring at the beauty in 
awe. There’s something about being away from all the materialistic 
things in life that seems to lift all the weights of the world off your 
shoulders. It shows the importance of giving those things up. There’s 
a feeling I’m trying to explain and have never been successful. Well I 
think I have figured it out. The peace of mind that I experience leaves 
extra room. The feeling I’m trying to explain is God filling my heart. 

We will be leaving early on June 29 th , and returning July 2 nd . We will 
be starting the trip at West Tensleep Trailhead, which is around 9,100 
feet. The hike is around 6.5 miles and climb about 1000 feet to our 
camp. Much of the special equipment will be provided and I also have 
access to a few sleeping bags, tents and backpacks that you may need. 
I know God will be a special part of this trip. The cost for the trip will 
be $75.00 per person. If you want to go or are considering it let me or 
Fr.
